Diagnosis and Prescription. 

“Dr.” Fisher's diagnosis and prescription, 
given out last night, are as follows: 

“Mayor Dunne hae asked me to act as 
his special legal adviser on street railway 
matters during the next year. He spoke to 
me for the first time about it yesterday. I 
have decided to accept the appointment, in 
the hope of being of service to the city of 
Chicago in a situation of immediate and vital 
importance to the city’s interests 

“After a long conference with the mayor 
I am convinced that a plan for the treat- 
ment of the traction question can be worked 
out in entire harmony with his views and 
upon which people of all shades of disinter- 
ested opinion can and should unite. 

“Tt is obvious that any plan must recog- 
nize that the people have voted definitely in 
favor of the $75,000,000 ordinance, and that, 
if valid, it has become a law. The first thing, 
therefore, is to provide for a test of the va- 
lidity of this ordinance and for the 1 
tation of the Mueller law. 


Better Service Needed Now. 
“ While these matters are pending in the 


and made as promptly as possible, for the 
reconstruction of the entire street railway 
system and the consequent immediate im- 
provement of the intolerable service with 
which the city has been afflicted. These ar- 
rangements must be upon terms which will 
protect the public interests, including the 


right of the city, upon fair terms, to put 


into effect that policy which the people prefer 
as to the ownership and operation of their 
public utilities. 

“If the existing companies are willing to 
recognize the situation which they them- 
selves have created and which has now 
been defined by the Supreme court of the 
United States, Mayor Dunne has indicated 
his willingness to deal with them upon a 
basis which fully protects all their legitimate 
interests. 

“If such terms cannot be made with the 
present companies, then arrangements must 
be made at once with a construction com- 
pany, or along the lines of the so-called 
‘contract plan,’ for taking possession of the 
streets as rapidly as possible and installing 
in that way a modern system, with the best 
equipment and the best possible service. 

Before going publicly into any further de- 
tails as to the mayor's position. I wish to 
confer with leading members of the city 
council on both sides of the municipal owner- 
ship controversy, and especially with the 
members of the new committee on local 


transportation.” 
Takes Place Left by Darrow. 

“Dr.” Fisher takes the place vacated by 
Clarence S. Darrow, who “gave up the 
patient four monthe ago. His salary will 
be pald out of the special fund allowed Cor- 
poration Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis, so that 
the appointment will not have to go before 
the council for confirmation, a situation 
which might considerably embarrass the 
aldermen whose records “ Dr.” Fisher has 
diagnosed during the last few years. 

The mayor's appointment of Dr.“ Fisher 
was regarded as the most interesting develop- 
ment of a day largely given up to traction 
matters. Raymond Robins, one of the may- 
or’s “unofficial cabinet and an eminent 
specialist, is credited with having been the 
go-between who landed Fisher in the place. 
But just how well that will please Henry M. 
Ashton, Margaret Haley, and others of the 
mayor’s fifty-seven varieties, also eminent 
specialists, is another story, as they have 
been critical of Fisher’s skill in the past.

NO LIBERTY WITHOUT ARMS. 


Sees Little Hope for Czar’s Subjects in 
National Assembly. 


New York, April 10.—[Special.}—No trav- 
eler across the Atlantic ever received a more | 
G@elirious greeting than that which was given 
Maxime Gorky, the Russian revolutionist 
and novelist, when he landed at Hoboken 
this evening from the steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Gross. 

More than 1,000 of his admirers, including 
many Americans and the most prominent 
Russian socialists of this city, blocked the 
pier entrance, overflowing far out into the 
street. It was necessary to make a vigorous 
charge on the multitude to get Gorky and his 
wife through the jam. The cheers that went 
up from a thousand throats made the steel 


girders vibrate. 

Gorky himself seemed to be half paralyzed 
with mingled delight and wonder. He had 
removed his hat and those who were nearest 
him stroked his hair, patted him on the back, 
and kissed his long black cloak. 

Many women nearly cried, and all men had 
moistened eyes. The revolutlonist seemed to 
be completely overcome. For at least ten 
minutes he and his wife, who accompanied 
him, and his adopted son, who went down 
the bay to meet him, were unable to move 
arms or feet, so solidly were they packed 
in the middle of the mass of enthusiasta 


Welcome and No Tears. 


The first man to shake hands with Gorky 
when he stepped off the end of the gang plank 
was Tchaykovsky, the Russian who recently 
arrived from exile in Switzerland. They 
grasped each other’s hands and looked 
steadily into each other's eyes for a full 
quarter of a minute. Then Tchaykovsky 
said: 

Welcome; what is it, hope or tears, 
Gorky? 

The novelist smile@ a peculiar, broad, and 
distinctively Russian smile and answered: 

No tears. Hope—sure and certain.” 

Gorky had not seen his adopted son, Piesh- 
koff, for nearly two years. They embraced 
and kissed each other, the father patting the 
boy on the back. Gorky then looked in the 
direction of the reporters. His naturally pal- 
lid face assumed a still paler tinge. He mani- 
featly was frightened. Apparently he had 

pected to come into the country in a mod- 

t, unobtrusive way just like any other 
cabin passenger. On the passenger list he 
was put down as M. Prieghkoff, That is his 
right name, Gorky being that of his adopted 
father. 

Gorky, who speaks only his native tongue, 
was reticent. His wife, who speaks both 
German and French, responded to questions 
put in those languages, but said nothing more 
than her husband and did not wish to talk 
just then. She is handsome and has sharp, 
black eyes, regular feutures, and an intel- 
lectual expression. She hovered over Gorky 
with motherly attention and gentleness. 

* expressed his pleasure at the wel- 


come and intimated he wae ready for an 
interview. He said: 

Tou will pardon me for my eawillines 
ness to talk at first. I have had an arduous” 
voyage; not that I have been seasick, but 


I have spent twelve hours a day at least“ 


in writing, observing, and absorbing things. 
You know I never have been on an Atlantic 
trip before and the vastness of the sea has 
overcome me.”

“The people are getting armed. To illus- 
trate their enthusiasm for lUberty I may 
tell you that in Tula the government gave 
money for the purchase of bread to feed 
the starving. The money was taken and 
devoted to buying arms. The fathers said: 
Let our children dle, but let us be free

He does not believe that the senior Dowie 
is in good health, however, and is confident 
that unless he is ‘satisfied to remain in quiet 
with the best of medical attention he has 
but a short timetolive. Physicians have told 
him that even if he should survive the effects 
of tuberculosis for a time, a second stroke 
of paralysis would cause failure of the heart 
before. next winter. 

“Tf he forces himself into this fight, strain- 
ing his constitution,” said Gladstone Dowie, 
„ feel certain that the paralysis would at- 
fect him at once, and his death would not 
surprise me.’ 

Regarding the midnight interview given 
out by the first apostle at St. Louis, Glad- 
stone said that if he were certain those re- 
marks were made by him, as reported, he 
would feel tempted to give out affidavite 
over the signatures of his mother and him- 
self concerning the additional charge that 
still is held over the head of the prophet, 

It was learned during the day that this 
accusation is closely connected with a young 
woman, a former resident of Zion City, who 
now is in an insane asylum in Ohio, pre- 
sumably as a result of her relations with 


Dowie. 
' Zion Gates Open to Dowie. 


“Tf Dowie wishes to come quietly to Zion 
City and go to Shiloh house,“ seid Overseer

“CAPT.” COMPTON 8 DEAD 


SAVER OF MANY LIVES EXPIRES 
IN HIS SHANTY. 


Consumption Fatal to Man Who Lived 
on the Beach at Twenty-fifth Street 
Since 1881—He Rescued More than 
a Dosen Persons from the Lake and 
Received Three Medals—Cared for 
City Bathing Piace-—Funeral at 
Dearborn Avenue ‘Residence. 


“ Capt.”’ Dow Compton, saver of lives, died 
early yesterday morning in his shanty on the 
lake front at the foot of Twenty-fifth street. 
All day long there was a file of friends walit- 
ing to pay their last respects to the old 
beach comber. 

Compton's death was due to consumption, 
directly traceable to a cold caught in the fall 
of 1903 when he rescued Mrs. Sarah Hornthal, 
who either leaped or fell from the break- 
water near Compto cottage. During the 
summer following his cough nearly left 
him, but last fall it returned and a physician 
advised him to go south. Compton refused 
to do this, saying the lake front had been 
his home for twenty-five years and he would 
take his ¢hances there. 

Just how many persons the Captain 
rescued ig a matter of conjecture, but when 
he saved the life of Mrs. Hornthal he said 
that made an even dozen, and since then, 
during the summer of 1904, he drew Miss 
Ella Schneider from the lake. 


Some Persons He Rescued. 


Others known to have been rescued by him 
were: 

Claude and Edward Rowden, 2500 Cottage Grove 
avenue, who were drifting and unable to reach 
shore because of a heavy wind. 

Max H. Cook, 5708 Rosalie court, and John 
H. Durham, 5882 Washington avenue, University 
of Chicago students, whose cance overturned. 

Two Scandinavians who hired a boat from Comp- 
ton; when it capsized he rowed out in another 
boat and saved their lives. 

Fifteen skaters who were drifting away from 
shore on a large cake of ice during the winter of 
1868.

For his efforts in rescuing persons Compton 
was presented with three medals, 


Saw Little of Relatives. 


Compton’s mode of life has always been 
@ sore trial to his relatives, with the ex- 
ception of his one brother, and he has seen 
them seldom in the last few years. Last Sun- 
day he was 48 years old, and Miss Curran, 
hearing he was ill, went to see him. She 
wanted him to go home with her, but he re- 
fused. 

Born in Elmira, N. Y., Compton ran away 
when 20 years old. For two years he led the 
life of a river boatman on the Ohio and 
Mississippi, but came to Chicago in 1881 and 
goon afterward established his shanty on 
the beach. 

At that time there were only two tracks 
of the IHinois Central railroad running along 
the lake front at that place, but as the traf- 
fic increased the company needed the ground 
on which Compton's cottage stood, and he 
was offered many inducements to move. 
These he refused and when a gang of work- 
men went to his place to tear down his cot- 
tage he clambered to the roof and with re- 
volver in his hand dared any of them io 
touch him. That night a storm leveled the 
cottage and the company rebuilt it near the 
water's edge. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow after 
noon from the step-sister’s residence.

Dynamite Planted by Hermit Before His 
Suicide Fatally Injures a Farmer 
of Hobart, Ind.

ITALTAN CONSUL 18 DEAD, 


COUNT ROZWADOWSKEI SUCCUMBS 
TO HEART DISEASE. 


Short Iliness Precedes the Taking Off 
of the Dean of Chicago’s Diplomatic 
Corps, Who Had Been His Govern<- 
ment’s Representative in This City 
for Twelve Years—Body Will Be 
Shipped to Florence for Burial Aft- 
er Funeral Services Here. 


Count Antonio Rozwadowski, who had been 
Italian consul general in Chicago for twelve 
years. died suddenly of heart disease yés- 
terday morning at his residence, 2458 Indi- 
ana avenue. The funeral service will be 
held either at the Catholic cathedral, North 
State and Superior streets, or at the Italian 
church ofxthe Assumption, Illinols and Or- 
leans streets, and the body will be shipped 
to Florence, Italy, for burial. Representa- 
tlevs of Italian societies in Chicago will at- 
tend the funeral 

The illness of Count Rozwadowsk! was of 
only two days’ duration and his condition 
Was not considered serious until early yes- 
terday miorning, when he had a sinking 
spell. His wife and mother were at the bed- 
side. 

Dean of Diplomati: Corps. 

The consul was 56 years old. Having 
served as consul here longer than any other 
foreign representative, he was elected dean 
of the Chicago diplomatic corps, comprising 
all the foreign consuls in Chicago. His 
thorough knowledge of American institu- 
tions and the English language made for 
him a place in local society. 

He served as consul in Egypt and in Bra- 
gil before coming to America, twelve years 
ago. He was in Alexandria, Egypt, in June, 
1881, when the Egyptians revolted against 
the foreigners, and he narrowly escaped 
death. He was shot at seventeen times and 
injured, but not seriously. For his cour- 
ageous bearing during the revolt numerous 
medals of honor were awarded to him by his 
government and prominent Italian societies 
after his return to Italy. 


Italian Societies to Meet. 

Count Rozwadowski had arranged for an 
eight month vacation, the first In many years. 
With his wife and mother he intended to 
gail for Italy on May 9, Until his successor 
is appointed, A. Broletti, secretary of the 
consulate, will be acting consul.

SHORTAGE OF BITUMINOUS 
MAKES HARD COAL DEARER. 


Practically All the Soft Fuel on Tracks 
Has Been Cleared Up, Mining Com- 
pany President Declares. 


Following the announcement of higher 
coal prices Illinois mine operators yesterday 
prophesied a serious shortage of bituminous 
fuel in Chicago within the next two or three 
weeks. Simultaneously, the anthracite mar- 
ket stiffened reaponsive to the feeling that the 
hard coal operators and miners will fail to 
reach an agreement in New York. 

* Practically all the soft coal on the tracks 
has been cleaned up.“ said George F. Gets, 
president of the Globe Mining company, 
“and nothing much is left except the fuel 
stored by consumers themselves or by the 
retail dealers. I regard the situation as ée- 
rious. By the first of next week another 
advance in prices probably will be necessary, 
and within a fortnight or three weeks the 
scarcity will de felt keenly.” 

Other coal men said the sudden alarm is 
due to the unexpected failure of West Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania to supply the needs 
of local consumérs Harold Eldredge of the 
Eldredge Coal company said Chicago is re- 
ceiving little of the eastern product. 

Anthracite coal was quoted by several deal- 
ers at $7.76 at the yards, which isan advance 
of 560 cents over prices prevailing a year ago. 
It is customary to reduce the price of hard 
coal 50 cents on April 1. but this was not 
done this year. 

Illinois washed nut coal was offered by re- 
tail dealers at $5.50 a ton, or 25 cents higher 
than was asked last week. Hocking Valley 
coal prices increased from $5.75 to $6 and 
Pocohontas jumped from $6 to $6.25.

There 
is every indication that the counter arbitra- 
tion will not be accepted by the miners as 
presented, although they view with favor the 
operators’ selection of the anthracite strike 
commission. 

In connection with today’s conference 
George F. Baer, chairman of the mineown- 
ers’ n made public a letter sent 
to the committee by the independent oper- 
ators in which they give their views on the 
situation and express their firm conviction 
that any agreement to arbitrate with the 
United Mineworkers will be an unjustifiable 
surrender to anarchy and mob violence 
The letter came as 4 great surprise to the 
miners and did not tend to bring the contend- 
ing parties closer together.

TWO MEN FORCIBLY TAKE $210 
FROM YOUNG STENOGRAPHER. 


Miss — ‘Brennan, While on “the 
‘Way from “Bank with Money. for 
Factory's Pay Roll, Is Held Up in 
Street—Bandits’ Are Pursued by 
Large Crowd of Pedestrians, but 
They Escape—Police Make Twenty 
Arrests on Suspicion< 


Mise Mary Brennan, 19 years old, a ste- 
nographer for Thomas H. Lovejoy, 90 Ohio 
street, was attacked, beaten, and robbed of 
$210 shortly after noon yesterday at North 
Franklin and Ohio streets by men who had 
lain in wait for her, knowing that she passed 
the place at that hour every Tuesday carry- 
ing a large sum of money. 

Mise Brennan had drawn $210 from the 
Royal Trust company bank for the weekly 
pay roll at the Lovejoy factory and was re- 
turning to the building carrying the money in 
a hand bag, when two men walked up to her 
side, 

Struggles with the Robbers. 

She’ thought nothing of the .occurrence 
at first, as the street was filled with men and 
boys who were hurrying home tolunch. Sud- 
denly one of the men seized her about the 
neck, while the other attempted to tear the 
hand bag from her. Struggling and attempt- 
ing to scream, Miss Brennan succeeded, fora 
time, in preventing them from robbing her. 
For some reason the attack was unnoticed 
by any of. the pedestrians until the men had 
secured the money and bag. Then men and 
boys chased the robbers. 

Meanwile the injured girl made her way 
as best she could to the factory, where she 
reported the robbery. Then others hurried 
out and joined the crowd of pursuers, but the 
two min escaped before any police had been 
attracted by the noise. 


Twenty Arrests Are Made. 

Mies Brennan was able to give the police a 
fairly good description of the men anda short 
time later a score of detectives were search- 
ing the district for the robbers. 

By evening twenty men had been arrested 
and locked up at the Chicago avenue police 
station. The robbers were not more than 23 
years old, according to Miss Brennan’e de- 
scription, and they were dressed like the 
employés in the offices of factories in the“ 
vicinity. Thie has led the police to believe 
that the thieves may have been former em- 
ployés in one of the factorieca.

Washington, D. C., April 10.— [Special. 
President Roosevelt has refused to pardon 
Prof.. Malchow, formerly holding a chair in 
Hamline university, who was convicted of 
sending. an. objectionable book through the 
malis. 

It is characteristic of the president that 
he did not reach a decision until he had 
satisfied himself personally that Prof. Mal- 
chow was guilty. The president sent for a 
copy of the book and sat up late last night 
reading it. He finished it this morning, and 
when Senators Nelson and Clapp called upon 
him to urge leniency in behalf of the pro- 
fessor the president read to them an extract 
on realism from Oliver Wendell Holmes 
„ Over the Teacup.” When he had finishe f 
the senators understood the presidem hed 
determined not to intervene. 

The president said to one of hie callers 


today he felt unclean after reading the Mai- 


chow book. It is doubtful if any, in the. 
United States has a purer mind than Presi- | 
dent Roosevelt. He ebjects to anything ap- 
proaching even the vulgar, and has made it 
a rule never to read books which soil the 
mind. In this case he felt it was his duty 
to skim over the Malchow creation, and when 
he had finished he felt he had been looking 
at the contents of a sewer. In the opinion 
of the president, Malchow deserved exactly 
what he got, and in the interest of decency 


and morality of Americans he decided not

There ies absolutely nothing in the 
charges of corruption and bribery made 
against the government inspectors and the 
packers,” id Dr. Bennett. “I know one 
thing, anch that ts that if I should find any 
of my ingpectors doing crooked work or in 
any way violating the regulations he 
wouldn't last two minutes as an inspector. 
“The system under which they work is so 
arranged that every inspector is a check on 


every other inspector in the yards. A hog, 
for instance, is inspected by at least three 
different men, the last of whom may tag it 
er condemn it regardless of the decision of 
the two previous inspectors. 

This method is in operation throughout 
the packing houses. There are at present 
160 inenpectors at work in the yards. In busy 
times we have 175 men at work. Where you 
have that many men constantly watching 
each other I think we may safely say that 
little crooked work can go on. 

In fact, corruption and bribery practical- 
ly are impossible among the men. The only 
way they could get around these regulations 
would be by organizing a graft society with 
every ſuspector a member. The thought that 
such a thing could be possible is too ridicu- 
lous to talk about.” 


Sanitary Conditions Good. 


Dr. Bennett said that while there are some } 


conditions with reference to sanitation in 
the yards which could be improved, the san- 
itary conditions, as a whole, are good, and 
where the improvements could be made the 
conditions in no way affect the food products. 

“Upton Sinclair is a bright young man, but 
he has stated a great many exaggerations 
concerning conditions in the stockyards,”’ 
eaid Miss Leura 8. Bass. of the University of 
Chicago settlement.

BEDE POKES FUN AT TEXAS. 


Minnesota Representative Stirs Up 
House by Humorous Speech on 
Lone Star State. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—A humorous 
speech by J. Adam Bede of Minnesota was 
the feature of the debate in the house today 
on the postoffice appropriation bill. Without 
regard to the merits of the bill, Mr. Bede ar- 
ranged a text for his speech by having read 
a resolution creating four states out of the 
state of Texas. 

Mr. Bede said he had voted ever since he 
came to congress for the fast mai! subsidy 
because he believed the people of the south 
ought to read the northern newspapers at the 
earliest possible moment, and he would con- 
tinue to vote for the appropriation that the 
southern people might have the benefit of the 
doubt. Speaking of his resolution, he said: 

“Texas in a single century has paid al- 


its own constitution. She came to us with 
a history of herown. She came singing her 
Den national anthem, with the Alamo a 
alo ‘round her head.“ 

Texas, the speaker said, was loved more 
by its people than they loved Uncle Sam, 
which he said he did not object to. 

Teras is an empire,“ Mr. Bede remarked, 
and was a fellow by itself,“ which remind- 
ed him of a Duluth girl who had gone to a 
new church. She worshiped with the con- 
gregation, and after the services the minister 
came down to the door and met the young 
woman. The minister was delighted with 
her presence at the church, and, holding her 
by the hand, said: 

„It would: give me much delight to call 
upon you in a few days.’ 

„ou don't need to,’ she replied. ‘I al 
ready have got a fellow.“ 


CRAMP FOR SHIP SUBSIDY. 


Vessel Builder Declares That Foreign 
Bought Steamships for War Pur- 
poses Have Been “Rotten.” 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—E. S. Cramp 
of the Cramp Shipbuilding company ap- 
peared today before the house committee on 
merchant marine in advocacy of the ship 
subsidy bill. In ten years Mr. Cramp said 
this government had expended 611.000, 000 in 
purchasing foreign merchant ships for war 
purposes and the ships thus acquired had 
been “rotten.” They were known in ship- 
ping parlance as „floating coffins and white- 
washed traps.” Under the subsidy bill he 
maintained that in ten years at a cost to the 
government of sométhing like $9,000,000, a 
greater tonnage will have been acquired and 
the ships will be good ones. It will take ten 
years to build up a sufficient merchant 
marine to act as a proper escort to the navy. 
At present we have not thirty ships for such 
escort, and Great Britain has just estimated 
that 300 merchant ships will be required to 
properly attend her fleet in mancuvers.

MEANS LEFT FOR FUTURE. 
Conferences, Decide the Govern- 


ment Program Can Be Blocked 
| by the Courts. 


Witn April 15 drawing uncomfortably 
near, Mayor Dunne and the Union Traction 
oMficiais, together with Maj. E. B. Tolman, 
representing the River Improvement associa- 
tion, spent several hours yesterday in dis- 
cussing the government's edict that tie 
Van Buren, Washington, and La Salle street 
We ge must be out of the way before Sunday 
night, 

Only two things were decided upon. One 
was that the three none too friendly interests 
should get together and ask Secretary of 
War Taft for “a little more time in which 
to agree upon a solution. Mayor Dunne 
himself probably will head a delegation for 
Washington on Thursday or Friday bearing 
this request. 

‘The second thing agreed upon was that 
nobody cared a rap whether Secretary Taft 
gives his consent or not. Attorneys W. W. 
Gurley and John P. Wilson of the traction 
forces agreed with the mayor's legal advisers 
that any attempt upon the part of the gov- 
ernment to fine the city $10,000 a month or to 
blow up the tunnels without compensation 
could be.stopped in short order by an appeal 
to the federal courts 


Delay Settlement of Method. 

Cheered by that reflection, the conferees 
concluded to postpone for another day their 
disposal of the third and most important 
point—how- and when will the tunnels go? 

ht is more than likely that the River Im- 
provement association, representing the ship- 
ping interests which have lost heavily 
through the tunnel obstructions, will have 
to pull out of this triple harness and go into 
court for relief. They let it be known yes- 
terday that they would stand a certain 
amount of furthér procrastination and then 
would ask the federal courts for a writ of 
purpresture, which is the term used in 
ordering the removal of a maritime nul- 
sance.”’ 

The association members will meet today 
or tomorrow at the latest to consider the 
situation, daily growing more acute with 
the approach of May 1 and the opening of 
navigation. 


Many Conferences Held. 


All this came out of a multiplicity of con- 
ferences. Early in the morning Attorney 
Guriey of the Union Traction company and 
Special Traction Counsel Glenn E. Plumb 
discussed the situation with the mayor. 

In the afternoon Mr. Gurley, Mr. Wilson, 
Corporation Counsel Lewis, and Maj. Tol- 
man went over the situation again. Then

NEAR END OF RECEIVERSHIP. 


Judge Grosscup Tells Lawyers in Trac- 
tion Suits They Must Hasten 
Their Work. 


That the receivership proceedings involv- 
ing the Chicago Union Traction company and 
its underlying companies are nearing termi- 
nation was apparent yesterday afternoon 
from the attitude of Judge Grosscup in de- 
ciding two issues. 

Senator A. J. Hopkins, representing cer- 
tain interests in the estate of Charles T. 
Yerkes, was pleading for more time to file 
an answer. He asked until Aug. 1. Judge 
Grosscup’s reply was that the receivership 
proceedings must be brought to a close and 
the lawyers must hasten. 

There were two motions heard by the court. 
Attorney Henry 8. Robbins, representing 
underlying stockholders who are suing the 
Consolidated Traction company, Charles T. 
Yerkes, and others, asked that Louis C. 
Owsley, as executor of the Yerkes estate, be 
made a party defendant, thereby placing the 
estate in the same position as Yerkes was be- 
fore his death, This order was entered. 

The court allowed Senator Hopkins and At- 
torney Clarence A. Knight the right to ex- 
amine books and records now in the hands 
of Attorney Robbins, alleged to contain facts 
touching upon Yerkes’ transactions.

OBITUARY. 


NATHANIEL SOUTHGATE SHALER, 
dean of the Lawrence Scientific school at 
Harvard, died this afternoon after an illness 
of over two weeks. Shaler was for forty-two 
years an instructor in Harvard, and was dean 
of the Lawrence scientific school for fifteen 
years. He was famous as a geologist, a 
writer, and a thinker. Dr. Shaler was born 
in Kentucky and served two years in the 
Union army as captain. He had watched an 
active volcano in eruption, peering over the 
edge of Vesuvius while it was in action in 
the 708. His efforts built up the Lawrence 
Scientific school to its present high rank 
after it nearly had expired, his influence 
bringing a bequest of $5,000,000 recently.
